\ Haunting Memories of War’s Terrors 
I 
Drive Heroic Colonel to Take Life

of experiences in the war, from 
which he emerged one of Ameri­ 
ca’s greatest individual heroes, 
was ascribed by friends and rel­ 
atives of Lieut. Col. Charles W. 
Whittlesley as the cause of his 
taking his

life 
Sunday 
while on the way to Havana. 
Leaving several letters, pre­ 
sumably explaining his act, the 
com m ander of the “ lost battal­ 
ion” 
disappeared 
from 
the 
steamship Toloa 2 4 hours out 
from New York. His intimate 
friefids had no idea th at Ii** was 
making an ocean voyage. 
Members of his family and 
business associates were incred­ 
ulous at first when a wireless 
dispatch reported him missing, 
but as 
evidence 
accumulated 
they 
reluctantly came to the 
conclusion that the missing mail 
was Colonel Whittlesley. 
And they recalled incidents, 
picked together in the light of 
his tragic death, which might 
have been recognized as indica­ 
tions that his spirit was shaken 
by recurrent memories of his 
brothers in arm s who had died 
before his eyes iii France. 
The last .blow. 
they 
said, 
more disheartening 
than 
the 
rest, was iii Washington a fort­ 


night ago, when he took part in 
the funeral services 
of 
the 
American unknown soldier. He 
returned from the capital, more 
depressed 
than 
before 
the 
haunting visions, clearer than 
ever, bearing him down. There 
he 
had m et hundreds of his 
form er friends and had m ark ­ 
ed anew the gaps iii the ranks 
of the men he loved. 
“ Mind (Juit W ork.” 
“ His mind stopped.” was the 
explanation of Robert Forsythe 
Little of the law firm of White 
and Case and Case, with which 
Colonel Whittlesley had 
been 
associated for about a year. “ It 
had all it could bear, re m a rk ­ 
able mind that it was. I don’t 
think there was a man in the 
country who has had the try­ 
ing experiences Colonel W hit­ 
tlesley 
has 
had 
in 
the 
past 
two years. 
“ He was th** hero who was a l­ 
ways accessible to those whom 
he thought ho could help. Til** 
disabled, the jobless, tin* friend­ 
less, the widows of the w a r - 
all of them - w e re on his mind 
constantly. F o r th** 
last 
two 
years there has scarcely been 
an hour when grief and horrors 
of tin* war were not brought 
vividly and 
specifically before 
him.” 


Colonel W hittlesley’s 
name 
leaped into world-wide promi­ 
nence overnight through his re­ 
tort to a G erm an officer who 
called on nim to su rren d er a ft­ 
er he was surrounded in the 
Argonne. 
Defied German Horde. 
For four days and nights his 
company, the first battalion, 308 
infantry, 77 division, had lain 
u nder fire, cut off from aid, 
w ithout food or fresh water. All 
but 86 men had been killed or 
wounded. 
Then under the protection of 
white flag, a German soldier 
stumbled into 
the 
American 
stronghold. 
“S u r re n d e r ! ” he cried. 
“ In 
the name of humanity.** The of­ 
ficer told horn from the G erm an 
trenches toe agonies and cries 
of th** American wounded could 
be heard. But his message to the 
enemy w’as not th a t he would 
lay down his arms, 
“ You go to hell,” he said. 
A few hours later American 
reserves attacked all along the 
line, the Germ ans wrere pushed 
back, ana the little 
baud 
of 
survivors was saved. 
On his return to the United 
States lie wras voted the Con­ 
gressional Medal of Honor, the 
most coveted American decora­ 
tion for heroism.

“ We have gone on slaughtering both 
young aud old animals in the confi­ 
dence that the propoganda carried 
on during the war of eat less meat 
and the advertising warning people 
to eat less meat would keep the 
supply commensurate with the de­ 
mand.’’ lie continued. 
‘ The Mexican government, from 
whom, prior to the war we im port­ 
ed large amounts of live cattle, ac­ 
cording to Custom officials, recently 
has 
purchased 
106,763 
head 
of 
breeding cattle at the Rio Grande 
crossing; and it is estimated that 
in the n*xt 12 months, it will draw 
up the American breading st*H'k for 
possibly 
250,OOO 
mature 
breeding 
cows. This increase is equivalent to 
a 2 S5 percent gain

period in 1920. 
“ In addition to this. Cuba has
